Concerning  the  previous  cipher  telegram  No.  688, 

Chinese  Anbassadcr  Chiang  Tsao-pin,  who  had  returned  to  his  post  at 

Tokyo  ..during  the  latter  part  of  August,  after  a  short  stay  in  his  home 
country  in  order  to  make  arrangement  with  Chiang  Kai-shek,  visited  me  twice 
and  nade  various  proposals  as  to  how  to  effect  a  break  in  the  deadloc  :  over 
the  Sino-Japanese  relations.  He  called  on  me  for  the  third  time  on  October  7, 
end  asked  ny  opinions  in  connecUon  with  the  Chinese  proposals.  I  explained, 
in  reply,  the  follchving  three  points  which  we  consider  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  desired  Sino-Japanese  coalition,  with  introductory  remarks  that  I  wac 
going  to  td.1  him  frankly  the  result  of  consultations  which  I  have  had  with 
all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men. 

(1)  It  is  the  most  sincere  desire  of  Japan  that  peace  be  malntoi... 
in  East  Asia.  This,  however,  will  be  attained  only  through  the  mutual  under- 
atanding  and  cooperation,  not  only  between  Japan  and  China,  but  among  the 
three  countries  in  East  Asiai  Japan,  Manchoukuo  and  China.  And  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  that  China  should  shun  the  attitude  of  "getting 
barbarians  to  check  barbarians"  in  order  to  estabUsh  the  desired  friendly 
.relations  betwem  Japan  wd  China,  in  consideraUon  of  the  doubts  the  vhOle 
Japanese  nation  harbours  that  China  is  making  use  of  the  influence  of  the 
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V^eetem  Powers  to  check  Jqpan*  Therefore  it  i»  requested  that  China  should 
stop,  at  least,  the  antiWapanese  movements*  especially  the  boycott  of 
Japanese  goods  and  the  anti-Japanese  education,  and  make  further  efforts  in 
realizing  the  Sino-Japanese  coalition, 

(2)  It  is  moat  desirable,  in  order  to  readjust  the  tripartite  re¬ 
lations  among  Japan,  Uanchoukuo  and  China,  that  China  should  rcco,  ;i  iiie 
Ilanchoukuo  at  this  Juncture,  though  circumstances  may  inpede  it.  China  should 
I'/ave  the  way,  at  lv;ast,  for  the  realization  of  ^  facto  coalition  among  the 
throe  countries,  in  economical  as  veil  as  cultural  fields,  in  North  China 
where  China  borders  on  Uanchoukuo,  by  recognizing  in  effect  the  undeniable 
independence  of  Uanchoukuo,  if  circumstances  iti^ede  the  formal  recogidtion. 

.  (3)  Ihe  expansion  of  the  Communist  influence  will  prove  a  menace, 
not  only  to  China,  but  also  to  Japan  and  f.{anchoukuo.  Therefore  it  is 
reconroended  that  the  three  countries  should  have  a  Crank  deliberation  in  order 
to  find  out  a  common  counter-measure  against  it. 

I  told  Ambassador  Chiang  further,  concerning  the  three  ftinda:  ntal 
points  on  the  part  of  China  which  he  submitted  to  me  on  the  previous 
occasion  ("a”  Japan  aid  China  should  respect  eadi  other's  perfect  independence 
in  the  eye  of  the  international  law,  ''b''  shculd  maintain  true  friendship 
between  them,  "C  and  settle  all  the  problems  by  peaceful  diplomatic  measures), 
that  wo  could  consent  to  the  Chinese  proposals,  and  accordingly  expect  their 
effect,  after  vie  reach  an  understanding  with  each  other  as  regards  the  Japanese 
throe  points  mentioned  above. 

The  reply  of  Ambassador  Chiang  ivas  to  the  following  effect. 

(1)  As  to  the  oontrol  of  the  anti-Japanese  movement,  he  desired 
/  • 

that  Japan  should  observe  the  man  who  would  hereafter  take  charge  of  the 
nfitter  in  the  Nationalist  Government.  (It  is  likely  that  he  suggested  by 
that  his  assuming  the  office  of  Chinese  Foreign  Uinister.) 
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(2)  Concerning  the  ^  facto  recognition  of  MancnouKuo,  ne  aaj-u 
could  not  give  an  immediate  answer  on  hia  own  reaponsibility,  but  promised 

convey  our  opinlcna  to  the  Chinese  Government  one  of  those  days. 

(3)  As  for  the  proposal  to  take  common  counter-measures  against 

Communist  activities,  it  was  his  opinion  that  there  are  many  points  that  mu 
undergo  further  critical  study,  as  to  whether  there  is  real  necessity  for  i 
prompt  operation,  and  as  to  how  and  in  which  region  it  should  bo  brought  ir 

effect. 

He  promised  he  would  call  on  me  several  more  tiroes  before  leavinj 
Tokyo,  for  further  exchange  of  views,  adding  that  he  would  start  for  China 

during  the  period  from  October  20  to  25. 

This  message  was  directed  to  the  embassies  at  Nanking,  Hsinking, 
London  and  Vfeshington,  and  the  consulates  at  Peiping,  Tientsin,  Tsintau, 
Nanking,  Hankau,  Foochow,  Amoy  and  Canton  respectively.  The  embassy  at 
London  was  ordered  to  transmit  it  in  cipher  to  all  the  embassies  in  the 
aLxropoan  countries  except  Turkey,  and  the  embassy  at  Washington  to  that  at 

Rio  de  Janeiro.
